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NOTE TO VERSE ;o. 
The following Paſſages of Scripture, contain very remarkable 


Declarations of the Great Bleſſings, deſigned by Divine Providence, 


to be beſtowed on the Jewiſh Nation, after all their ſufferings are 
ended; and when they ſhall be gathered from that great Diſ- 
perſion, which was alſo' moſt plainly foretold.—In theſe Pat- 
ſages of Holy Writ, we find it repeatedly proclaimed, that the 
Almighty will finally fulfill a// His Promiſes to that unhappy 
people: They therefore deſerve our moſt ſerious attention, on 
many accounts. It is probable indeed, that ſome few of them did 
relate, primarily, to the firſt Reftoration of the Jews, from their 
Captivity at Babylon ; but there are many of them whichcould not 
poſſibly relate to that event; and all of them have plainly, a ſecon- 
dary, a further, and a much more important meaning.—On this 


occafion, we ought to remember, and to conſider ell the 


full force of thoſe Words of our Bleſſed Saviour, in which He 
hath told us (Matthew c. v. ver. 17, 18.) & Think not that I 
* am come to deſtroy the Jaw or the prophets: Iam not come to 
4% deftroy, but to fulfill. For verily I ſay unto you, *titl heaven 
& and earth pals, one iota or one tittle ſhall in no wiſe paſs from 
«© the law, till all be fulfilled.” -

NOTE TO VERSE 5. 

It has been an objection erroneoully urged againſt the Truth 
of Divine Writ, that the Land of Judæa is therein repreſented 
as being ſo exceedingly fertile, whereas it is in reality now ſo 
barren. But thoſe who advanced this objection, ſurely did not con- 
ſider, that this very circumſtance is one of the ſtrongeſt proofs of 

| the Veracity of God's Word; and a clear manifeſtation of the 
exact Completion of thoſe wonderful Predictions of His Servants 


the Prophets, which were uttered ſo many ages ago. — And truly it 


may be added, that the perſons who thus endeavoured to overturn 
the authority of Holy Writ, ſeem not to have been much better ac- 
quainted either with Natural hiſtory, or Civil hiſtory, than they were 
with the Scriptures : for if they hag, they might have found proof 
ſufficient, that Judza, notwithſtanding its preſent deplorable ſtate 
of barrenneſs, not only was once capable of being as plentiful a 
Land, as it is faid in the Bible to have been; but may, even by the 
common exertions of human induſtry, become molt fertile again. 


The ignorance and indolence of the preſent inhabitants, and the 
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flaviſh ſyſtem of government which they groan under, together with 


F 
the tyranny they help to maintain over others, is (to uſe the lan. 0 
guage of Scripture) the Deſolation ot the Gentiles, by whom je- 0 
ruſalem is trodden down ; and which ſhall cauſe the land to lay a 
waſte, till heir times are fulfilled, and their dominion ceaſes. 7 
Let us only, with candour, attend to what ſeveral modern Tra- 
vellers have obſerved ; and we ſhall ſoon perceiye to what cauſes { 
the preſent wretched appearance of the Holy Land is to be at- £ 
tributed. | ; | Y 
Sandys (in his Travels, p. 183.) ſpeaking of the Mountains of 
Judæa, ſays, ** ſome of them are cut (or elſe are naturally. ſo) in : 1 
decrees like alleys, which would be elſe unacceſſably fruitleſs ; t 
whoie levals yet bear the ſtumps of decayed vines, ſhadowed not ! 
rarely with olives, and locuſt- trees: and ſurely, I think, that all, \ 
or moſt of thoſe mountains have been ſo huſbanded.“ | 
Maundrell alſo, in his Travels, bears the like teſtimony : | 1 
Speaking of thenaked mountains of Judza, he ſays, (p. 65.) It f 
is obvious for any one to obſerve, that theſe rocks, and hills, 128 
muſt have been anciently covered with earth, and cultivated; and f 
made to contribute to the maintenance of the inhabitants, no = 
leſs than if the Country had been all plain; nay perhaps much 
more. For the huſbanding of theſe mountains their manner was, 


to gather up the ſtones, and place them in ſeveral lines along the 
ſides of the hills, in form of a wall. By ſuch borders they ſup- 
ported the mould from tumbling, or being waſhed down, and 

formed many beds of excellent ſoil, riſing gradually one above 
another, from the bottom- to the top of the mountains, —Of this 
form of culture you ſce evident footſteps whereever you go in all 

the mountains of Paleſtine.” Thus the very Rocks were made 

fruitful ; and than the plains nothing can be more ſo. 

Dr. Shaw obſerves, in his Travels, (p. 336.) © that The Holy 

Land, were it well inhabited, and cultivated as formerly, would 
ſtill be more fruitful than the very beſt part of the Coaſt of Syria 
or Pheœnice, for the ſoil itſelf is generally much richer.” And 
he adds, © the barrenneſs, or ſcarcity rather, which ſome authors 
| 2 may

may either ignorantly or maliciouſly complain of, does not pro- 


ceed from the incapacity, or natural unfruitfulneſs of the 
Country, but from the want of inhabitants, and from the great 
averſion likewiſe there is to e and eee, in thoſe few who 
poſſeſs it 

Van Egmont and Heyman alſo confirm the ſame idea; and tell 
us, (V. I. p. 328.) „they ſaw good barley, and grain, actually 
growing on the ſummits of the mountains, and between the rocks, 

where any culture or tillage had been beſtowed,” 

And Haſſelquitt ſays (p. 127.) concerning this Country, © The 
Vales, like the Hills, are not fruitful, but deſerted and uncul- 
tivated, being full of pebbles, and without vegetables; neverthe- 
leſs, the earth conſiſts of a good red mould, and would amply re- 
ward the huſbandman's toil.“ 

To which I will add only one teſtimony more, that of Mr. Bur: 
naby, who, in his Travels in America (p. 58.) ſpeaking of the na- 
ture of ſome parts of the ſoil: of that Country (and comparing 
it with the Soil of Judza) ſays, « he was aſſured by Wortley 
Mountague, that the ſoil of Palzſtine appeared to be a red ſlaty 
ſubſtance, ſterile, and incapable of producing: any thing worth 
cultivation ;- but that being broken up and expoſed to the air, it 
became exceedingly mellow, and was fertile in the higheſt degree,” 

Nor is the ſort of Cultivation here ſpoken of at ali unuſual ; for 
Heyman ſays (in his Travels, p. 261.) “ that in the iſland of Scio 
the Hills and Vallies are covered with vineyards and gardens, 
which exhibit a ſuffioient proof of the happineſs refulting from 


human induſtry, under a rational liberty, having here turned 


rocks and deſarts into a terreſtrial Paradiſe.“ And Mr. Arm- 
ſtrong, in his Hiſtory of Minorca (p. 130.) tells us, © that there 
are, in that liland, Stone Walls that have probably ſtood many 
ages, run acroſs the fides of the hills to detain the foil; and ſuch 
hills yield good crops to the very Summits, which muſt otherwiſe 
have had their rocky entrails laid bare, as is viible whereever this 
caution has been neglected.” So Oſbeck tells us in his Voyage 
FEE China (V. II. p. 290.) * the natural ſituation of the hills, 


hed 
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and of the declivities in that Country, would make them inca- 
pable of producing any thing; but that to prevent theſe incon- 


veniences, the Chineſe endeavoured to reduce the hills into plains, 
or at leaſt to make them ſimilar to plains, by terraces, whoſe 


height and breadth are adapted to the declivity.—Theſe Ter- 


races they employ for ſeveral ſorts of plants, and to each they 


give ſuch a fituation as beſt. correſponds with its nature. The 
Terraces are fometimes four or five feet above one another, and 


acquire ſuch hard and ſolid banks, by rain and ſunſhine, that 
they are capable of ſtanding for many years.” Le Comte in 
his account of China (p. 91.) alſo mentions the ſame mode of 
Cultivation, 


This method is alſo adopted in ſome parts of Switzerland; for 
Dr. Moore (in his View of Manners, &c. V. I. p. 312.) tells us, 


« that the Country between Lauſane and Vevay is rendered fer- 
tile preciſely in this manner. The mountains being cultivated to 
the Summits, and covered with Vines; this would have been 
impracticable on account of the ſteepneſs, had not the Proprietors 
built ſtrong ſtone walls, at proper intervals, one above the other, 
which ſupport the foil, and form little terraces from the bottom 
to the top of the mountains. The Peaſants aſcend by narrow 
ſtairs, and before they arrive at the ground they are to cultivate, 
have frequently to mount higher than a Maſon who is employed 
in repairing the top of a Steeple.” e 

A Country naturally fertile in many of its plains, and having 
its hills thus adorned with hanging gardens, muſt appear incon- 


ceivably beautiful: and ſuch Judza once was; and may, Io hu- 


man induſtry, become again. 

How capable alſo this Country is of having a more fat 
intercourſe, than any other, with all parts of the earth, is moſt 
remarkable; and deſerves well to be conſidered, when we read the 
numerous. Prophecies which ſpeak of its future Splendour and 
_ Greatneſs, when its people ſhall at length be gathered from all 
parts of the earth unto which they are ſcattered, and be reſtored to 
their own Land,—There i is no Region in 2 World to which an 
5 acceſs 
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acceſs from all parts is ſo open. By means of the Black Sea, and 
the Mediterranean, there is an eaſy approach from all parts of 
Europe, from a great part of Africa, and from America. By 
means of the Red Sea, and the Perfian Gulph, and the well-known 
Roads from thence, there is an approach from the reſt of Africa, 
from the Eaſt-Indies, and from the Iſles, (which are perhaps the 
very Iſles ſpoken of ultimately by the Royal Prophet, when he 


ſays, The Kings of Tarſh1/h and of the Iſles ſhall bring Preſents ); 


and laftly, by means of the Caſpian, The Lake (or Sea) of Bay- 
kall, and the near Communication of many great Rivers *, 
the approach is facilitated from all the Northern parts of Tar- 

tary,—In ſhort, if a ſkilful Geographer were to fit down to de- 
viſe the fitteſt ſpot on the Globe for Univerſal Empire ; or rather, 


a Spot where all the Great Intercourſes of human life ſhould uni- 


verſally center; and from whence the extended Effects of univer- 
ſal beneyolence, and good-will ſhould flow to all parts of the 
Earth; and where univerſal and united Homage ſhould be paid, 


with one conſent, to The Moſt High; he could not find ano- 


ther ſo well ſuited, in all circumſtances, as that which 1 is 1855 
emphaſis called The Holy Land. 

Theſe Obſervations perhaps may not deſerve great * bur 
they ought not to be wholly neglected ; eſpecially when it is con- 
ſidered, how many paſſages of Scripture there are, which plainly 
declare, that the time Hall at length come, when Zion mall be 
the Joy of the whole Earth: an Event which cannot be effected 
( as the Cruſaders vainly imagined) by man's will or device; but, 
whenever it is accompliſhed, muſt be ſolely the Work of God's 
over-ruling Providence, bringing to paſs, in His own good time, 
and manner, thoſe great events, of all kinds, whatever they be, 
which He has, with infinite Wiſdom, purpoſed and deſigned for 
Univerſal Good. | 2

We are moit obviouſly led to remark at leaſt the pofis!- 
improvement of the State of Mankind, from a very ſtriking and 
affecting reflection, naturally ariſing from the conſideration of thoſe 
immenſe Tracts, of the richeſt and moſt fertile parts of the Globe, 
that are ſtill entirely uncultivated, and hardly at all inhabited. 
All that vaſt Territory , lying between the Northern parts of Tar- 
tary on the one hand, and Perſia, India, and China, on the other, 
from the Caſpian Sea, to the Eaſtern Ocean, though bounded in 
ſome places by {andy delerts, is one of the moſt fertile, and 
beſt Countries in the World, and watered by moſt noble Rivers 
and Lakes; yet it is, for the greateſt part neglected, being 


inhabited only by a few ſcattered tribes of wandering Tartars, 


who remain in a moſt uncivilized ſtate: and a very few Ruſſian 
Towns, planted in ſome remote parts of it, are juſt the out- 


lines of a beginning of cultivation.— All the interior and beit 


parts of the Great Continent of North America, by the Ohio, 
and the Lakes, and beyond them, are equally rich, but in the 


fame deſolate condition.—And a like account may be given of 
many of the interior, and beſt parts of South America, and alſo 


of Africa. In ſhort, the buſy Scene of life, hitherto, amidſt 
which any improvement of the ſtate of mankind has as yet been 
| made, and all the tumults, wars, confuſions, and miſchiefs of So- 
ciety, ariſing on mankind's firſt emerging from a ſtate of barba- 
rity, may be obſerved to have been confined almoſt to the very 
Hirts of the earth; ard, in many inftances, to its moſt unpro- 
miſing, and leaſt valuable territories ; and the beſt parts ſeem to 
have been reſerved ſor better times.—Shall we not then look for- 


ward to a Period, when the moſt improvable Regions of this 


World ſhall alſo be made uſe of, and be duly cultivated, for the 


ſervice of man, and for the Glory of the Creator; and when, 


agreeable to the expreſſtan of the Prophet Iſaiah (e. xlii. ver. 4), 
The Ifles (peradventure, eben the many, and great Iſles of the vaſt 
Southern Ocean, ) ſhall wait for His Law, and hearken to it.

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At the ſame time, let us alſo remark the admirable plan of 
The Goſpel ; and the apparent gracious proceediags of God's 
Providence, both with regard to this World, as welt as with 
regard to that which is To Come; in that, it is thereby made eſſen- 
tially neceſſary, as a previous ſtep towards mankind's attaining 
true comfort, and ſolid advantage in either, that the minds of 
men ſhould be diveſted, as far as poſſible, of thoſe inordinate 
paſſions, and corrupt diſpoſitions, and defires, which would ſoon 
render any ftate of Society, even in heaven itſelf, uncomfortable, 
and miſerable ; unleſs they, by ſome means or other, be con- 
trouled, and ſubdued to the dictates of reaſon, law, and truth. 

The firſt Language ſounded forth by the Goſpel, is not a clear 
Declaration of the final beſt improvement of the condition of 
mankind, here on earth, which ſhall, ſome time or other, 
peradventure, at length, take place; but contains thoſe Divine 
Admonitions, which are prev:oufly neceſſary, to prepare a peculiar 
people, zealous of good works* ; and well fitted both to become 
the inſtruments of good to others, and, in the completeſt man- 
ner, to enjoy and reliſh it themſelves, |
